TOO MANY LAWS 
“The average attitude of indifference to the enforcement 
of laws in the United States results from the creation of too 
many crimes by legislative* enactment. 
No law carrying a 
penalty such as would make its infringement a crime, is 
passed in F.ngland unless the demand for such a law is almost 
universal. 
J his makes its enforcement sure and certain.” 
These are the words of ex-Vice President Marshall, one 
of the most accurate observers who has even been before the 
American people, while speaking of one of the most danger­ 
ous tendencies of modern times. 
The time has come when 
ever little Tom, Dick or Harry imagines such and such a law 
ought to be passed. 
A bit of aggitation is started, a would- 
be congressman in our legislative halls introduces the bill, and 
soon there is a law on the books. 
There has been no demand 
for the law, and sooner or later it becomes a dead letter. 
We heard an official not many moons ago state that to 
carry on the business of any city’ in Oklahoma efficiently, the 
law had to be technically violated repeatedly, inasmuch as 
the city officials have been surrounded with so many laws 
that it is impossible to do anything worth while without 
crossing legal bounds. 
Here was an official who admitted 
that he was not obeying the law. 
What is to be the result if such a tendency is kept on? 
It will breed a disregard for law, and every' one will con­ 
sider he is privileged to do anything he can get by with.

ies, 
num bering 
nearly 
35,000,000 
m em bers and adherents, are includ­ 
ed 
in 
the 
Alliance, 
according 
to 
Dr. John M cNaugher, president of 
the P ittsb u rg Theological Sem inary 
and 
chairm an 
of 
the 
local 
com ­ 
m ittee. 
"T his m eeting is one of utm ost 
im portance, because of the baffling 
problem s confronting not any one 
nation or group of nations, or one 
church or group of churches, but 
all nations and all churches,*’ Dr. 
M cNaugher said. 
"They 
are world church problem s 
and only a world g ath erin g w ith 
th e leaders in religious work and 
th o u g h t 
from 
all corners of the 
earth 
in 
attendance 
can 
properly 
diagnose those problem s and work 
out the rem edies for those ills. 
"T he general council of th e Alli­ 
ance is expected to solve m any of 
the problem s of the R eform ed P res­ 
byterian churches. 
M inisters 
and 
o thers interested in these churches 
are anxious, to get the resu lts of 
th e deliberations of th e council, be­ 
cause th is is the first m eeting since 
before the w ar and the w ar has 
been responsible for m any of the 
ch u rch 's problem s.” 
Since the first convention in E d­ 
inburgh, Scotland, in 1877, it has 
been th e custom to hold m eetings 
of th e general council of th e alli­ 
ance every th ree o r four years. The 
last w as in A berdeen, Scotland, in 
1913.
